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mea UOl REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the State, the 
Superintending School Committe of Jaffrey respect- 
fully submits to the citizens of the following report 
of the schools for the year ending March, 1876. 

Your committee made forty-five visits to the vari- 
ous schools under his charge during the year, and 
endeavored to look carefully into their condition. 

The Prudential Committees have acted creditably 
their part in the good judgment evinced in the selec- 
tion of teachers. It is no easy matter to select 
the right kind of teachers to instruct our district 
schools. It is not difficult to find those who are 
willing to assume the responsibility of such a posi- 
tion, but good teachers are not easily found; that 1s, 
those who are willing to spend their time and ener- 
gy in the training of a school where the number is 
small and the studies are such that it fequires a good 
degree of tact to awaken that enthusiasm which may 
be found in Jarger and more advanced schools. 


EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS. 

There is an evident disposition manifested on the 
part of some candidates for teaching our schools, to 
avoid entirely, if possible, anything like a critical 
or rigid examination. Instead of coming at the time 
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appointed for the purpose, they come, if at all, to the 
committee privately, when his engagements may be 
such as to render it impossible for him to attend to 
it; or at least, to preclude all possibility of a careful 
examination. In this case, the committee must 
either attempt a hasty examination, without the pos- 
sibility of being able to ascertain the real qualifica- 
tions of the candidate, or suffer the school to com- 
mence without the previous examination. In either 
ease, it will afterward be very difficult to withhold 
a certificate, though the committee should be con- 
vinced of the incompetency of the teacher. Itisa 
painful task to remove a teacher from the school-room 
on the ground of incompetency. It is also calculated 
to give great offence and create a division in the dis- 
trict. It is better, therefore, in all cases, to ascertain 
the qualifications of candidates beyond all question 
before they are allowed to commence their school. 


CONSOLIDATION OF DISTRICTS. 


The number of schools in town can undoubtedly 
be diminished without detriment to the scholars. 
We can thus lessen our expenditures, have longer 
school terms, and improve all our schools. 

We find less energy and ambition for study with 
pupils of small schools; they seem to require the 
stimulus of example and numbers which we find 
manifested in our larger schools. A teacher can as 
readily instruct and manage a school of thirty as one 
of twelve pupils; while the cost to the town of edu- 
cating a scholar in the smaller is double the sum ex- 
pended for a scholar in larger schools. 

A sufficient sum of money is usually appropriated 
by the town to secure for all the children instruction 
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for a much longer time than the maximum required 
if it were economically and wisely expended; but 
when it must be distributed among numerous dis- 
tricts, many of which contain only from four to ten 
or twelve children, then it is wholly inadequate to 
secure even the minimum amount;except in the cen- 
tral and most populous districts. 


In one district in town a school has been kept when 
there were but four scholars, at an expense of $22 
per scholar. I am satisfied that this difficulty could 
be removed without great inconvenience, by reduc- 
ing the number of schools, thus giving to each a 
larger number of pupils, with no more, but perhaps 
even less money than has heretofore been annually 
appropriated ; securing for them all a longer period 
of instruction and a better class of teachers. 


Reducing the number of schools from thirteen to 
eight or nine, which we think might be done without 
great inconvenience to the people, would save the 
expense of maintaining five or six schools, and the 
schools, in our opinion, be greatly improved ; a better 
class of teachers would be employed, and the intel- 
lectual, social and moral condition of the schools 
would be promoted. 


It will be said that in a sparse population like ours, 
the trouble of collecting all our scholars into seven 
or eight schools would more than balance the advan- 
tages, especially in winter. This objection 1s more 
specious than solid. In almost all the districts those 
who have female scholars attending carry them to 
and from school in sleighs or sleds, and when the 
horse is harnessed it makes but little difference 
whether you drive him one or two miles; at the 
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same time you are beating the snow and opening 
good roads tothe traveler, and bettering the social 
condition of your neighborhood. But one practical 
truth is more convincing than many theories. How 
do we act when the money is drawn directly from 
our own pockets, as it is in supporting private or se- 
lect schools? Would the town sustain six private 
schools to save travel? Do they not devise ways 
and means to get to school beyond the Jimits of their 


own district? Suppose there were fifty scholars in 


town to attend these schools, would any one think it 
worth while to have thirteen schools because it might 
save a little travel or other inconvenience? Why 
should we be more careful of money when we pay 
it voluntarily, than when it is drawn from us in the 
form of taxes ? 

The above I find are the prevailing sentiments of 
the most intelligent and thoughtful persons interested 
in promoting the best interests of common school 
education in many towns similarly situated.

DISTRICT NO. I. 


Summer Term. This school numbered twenty- 
seven scholars, and was under the charge of Miss 
Mary A. Sawyer. It was evident that she command- 
ed the respect and esteem of all her pupils. The 
closing examination showed proficiency in all the 
studies. 
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Winter Term. Twenty-nine were in attendance 
upon this term of school, under the care of Mr. Henry 
Bacon, who appeared well qualified for his work as a 
teacher. After two weeks’ session the teacher’s 
health failed and he was obliged. to close, and Miss 
Carrie L. Whitcomb of Swanzey was engaged to 
complete the term. The school continued for five 
weeks, when Miss Whitcomb relinquished her charge, 
_ the term closing without the usual examination. 


DISTRICT NO. II. 


Summer Term. Senior Department, taught by 
Miss Annie Woodruff. ‘This school is considered one 
of the most difficult to manage in town, and what- 
ever failure there was to make this term a success, 
certainly was not due to the teacher. This school 
first of all requires a teacher who understands and 
enforces good government. Without well-enforced 
discipline, however accomplished the teacher, no 
school can be a success. Thirty-two scholars were 
in attendance during the term. 

The Primary Department was under the care of 
Miss Sarah E. Robbins. To teach a primary school 
well is a great and noble work, worthy of the highest 
skill and the most patient endeavor on the part of 
any one who devotes his life to this work. The clos- 
ing examination showed that it had been under the 
instruction of a teacher who was well qualified for so 
responsible a position. The attention and interest 
which was manifested on the part of the pupils in 
physical exercises, printing, writing and drawing on 
the blackboard and slate, not to mention the other 
exercises, was very gratifying to the committee. 
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Autumn Term. Primary Department, taught by 
Miss Sarah E. Robbins. Number in attendance, forty- 
seven. This school, though so large, under her ju- 
dicious management and thorough instruction, made 
good progress in all the branches taught. In fact, 
we cannot see how scholars could fail to improve 
under her happy and lucid method of teaching, if 
they attended punctually and applied themselves 
closely to their studies. The large number of parents . 
and others interested called together at the closing 
examination, shows that when parents and teacher 
are alive to the importance of having a good school, 
and united to secure that result, there seldom will be 
a want of interest in the children. 


Winter Term. Intermediate Department. This 
school registered twenty-six scholars, and was also © 
under the care of Miss Robbins, making her fifty-first 
term in this district. The attendance was remark- 
ably good, considering the amount of sickness which 
prevailed among the children in the district during 
the term. A good degree of interest was manifested 
by the scholars at the close of the session, and this 
school, like those which have preceded it under the 
instruction of Miss Robbins, may be considered a 
success. 


Winter Term. Senior Department. Number in 
attendance, twenty-nine, under the charge of Mr. L. 
W. Morey of Dartinouth College, a teacher of con- 
siderable experience and excellent scholarship, to- 
gether with a well-disciplined mind. With these 
aids, he sought to infuse into the minds of those 
under his care the importance of thoroughness in 
all the studies they pursued. The examination at 
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the close of the school showed that his efforts had 
not been without success. 
DISTRICT NO. IIL. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Fanny M. Aldrich. 
We were not able to be present only at the examina- 
tion, therefore cannot judge so well of the progress 
of this school. There was evidence at the close that 
the teacher had labored to instruct her scholars, and 
met with a good degree of success. 

_ Winter Term, taught by Miss Mary A. Sawyer. 
Eighteen scholars were in attendance. The commit- - 
tee were fortunate in securing the services of a 
teacher of some experience, also with qualifications 
requisite for the position. At the beginning, and it 
continued to the closing examination, the teacher 
secured the confidence, esteem and approbation of all. 
This term of school, without going into particulars, 
was a profitable one, and consequently a success. 

DISTRICT NO. IV. 

Summer Term. Miss Abbie M. Chamberlain was 
the teacher. ‘his session of the school gave good 
satisfaction to the district. The usual examination 
was omitted, on account of the sickness of teacher. 

Winter Term was also taught by Miss Chamber- 
lain. Good order prevailed throughout the term. 
The specimens of penmanship were creditable to the 
scholars. Exercises in geography and grammar of a 
fair order. ‘The closing exercises were full of inter- 
est to a good number who were present at the last 
day. 

DISTRICT NO. V. 

Both Summer and Winter Terms under the in- 

struction of Miss Lillie S. Adams. Eight were in 
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attendance upon the summer term and twelve at the 
winter session of the school. The teacher possessed 
good literary attainments, combined with great ener- 
gy, and the scholars under her instruction made rapid 
progress in all their studies, The examination at the 
close of both terns was good. 

DISTRICT NO. VI. | 

Summer and Winter Terms taught by Miss H.. 

Elsie Williams. Under the care of Miss Williams, 
this school made such improvement in their studies 
as secured the commendation of parents. and com- 
mittee. Classes in history and arithmetic were of an 
excellent order. The closing examination gave evi- 
dence that teacher and scholars had been faithful in 
the discharge of the duties assigned them. 

DISTRICT NO. VII. 


There were three terms of school in this district 
during the year, all of which were under the super- — 
vision of Miss Lucy M. Shattuck, who was not with- 
out experience and a most creditable record. She 
brought to her aid a well-disciplined mind, an even 
temper, and a dignity which secured the respect 
and obedience of her scholars. The exercises in all 
the branches taught were commendable alike to 
teacher and pupils. Hach of the examinations gave 
positive evidence that the schools in this district 
rank among the best in town. 

DISTRICT NO, VIII. 

Summer and Winter Terms of this school were 
under the instruction of Miss Carrie E. Pierce. This 
school passed two terms, of nine and eleven weeks 
respectively, under Miss Pierce’s instruction. The 
number in attendance upon the summer term was 
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small, but the interest manifested on the part of the 
teacher and pupils was creditable to both. 

The winter term was interrupted more or less by 
sickness which prevailed among the children in the 
district, but the closing examination showed that the 
teacher had worked faithfully to impart substantial 
- knowledge to her scholars, and with good success. 
DISTRICT NO. IX. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Sarah A. Stearns. 
This was Miss Stearns’ first experience as a teacher. 
She commenced her work with a determination to 
succeed which merited our highest commendation. 
The irregular attendance of the scholars was a seri- 
ous drawback upon the welfare of the school. The 
closing examination, however, showed commendable 
progress. | 

The Winter Term commenced under the care of 
Miss Emma KE. Hyde of Winchendon, whose reputa- 
tion as a lady of culture was excellent; but after 
three weeks’ experience in the school, she resigned, 
and Miss Sarah A. Stearns assumed the care of the 
school for the remainder of the term. The progress 
made under her instruction was good, and the clos- 
ing examination passed off to the satisfaction of all 
present. 

DISTRICT NO. X. 


There was but one term of this school during 
the year, under the instruction of Miss Hattie J. Ba- 
con. The school was small, only four scholars pres- 
ent during the entire term; consequently the teach- 
er had more time to devote to her pupils. At the 
‘examination there was evidence that all the scholars 
had made a good degree of improvement. 
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- DISTRICT NO. XI. 


There was but one term of school in this district 
during the year, which was under the instruction of 
Mrs. L. S. Poole. This was in all respects an excel- 
lent term of school, doing much credit to both 
teacher and pupils. Mrs. Poole’s reputation as a 
teacher is too well established in this town to render 
further comment necessary. . 


DISTRICT No. XII. 


- Summer Term. Miss Louisa C. Hardy taught this 
term of school. The number in attendance was 
eleven. Miss Hardy was not without experience as 
a teacher. She evidently labored hard to instruct 
those under her care, and not without gratifying 
results. | | 

The Winter Term was under the instruction of 
Miss Abbie A. Fassett. Nine scholars were in attend- 
ance upon this session of the school, and showed 
most creditable progress under the faithful labors of 
the teacher. 

A little more interest manifested on the part of the 
parents in this district would encourage and help 


those who are called to teach in this school, to say — 


nothing of the effect it would have upon the scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. XIII. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Deborah M. Under- | 


wood. Number of scholars present, eight. This 
was Miss Underwood’s first experience as a teacher. 
She secured the esteem of all her pupils, and labored 
hard to instruct those under her care. At the close 
of the school there was good evidence that her 
efforts had been rewarded. 
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The Winter Term was commenced under the 
charge of the same teacher, but after two weeks’ 
session she resigned, and Mr. Frank E. Shedd was 
employed to complete the term. Mr. Shedd is one 
of our best scholars, and this was his first effort at 


teaching. 


He gave good satisfaction, and the closing 


exercises showed that he was “ master of the situa- 


tion.”

REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER 


OF JAFFREY FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To THE LEGAL VOTERS OF THE TOWN OF JAFFREY: 


Since my last report as Chief Engineer of our Fire Department, our 
town has suffered very much loss by fire. On the morning of March 21, 
an alarm of fire was raised, and very much to our sorrow, we discovered 
our beautiful Hotel in flames; and in spite of our efforts to extinguish 
the fire, those buildings, with the new Bank Block, and Miss Bacon’s 
dwelling house and barn, were all burned. At one time the whole vil- 
lage seemed endangered, and we sent to Peterboro’ for aid. The call 
was responded to at once by sending about 125 men and their engine, 
for which we feel very grateful, as the fire was too great for one engine 
to subdue, The buildings were large, and it was impossible with one 
engine to throw water with force enough to stop the flames from spread- 
ing. We must have some other source to aid in extinguishing fires, or 
we are in great danger where buildings are compact. I would recom- 
mend to the town to annex to the power of T. H. Curtis’ mill a force 
pump, which will be of great advantage to us—proving a power of great 
force, and will never tire. It is the opinion of those who witnessed our 
great fire, that if we could have had the assistance of such a force 
pump, one, and perhaps both of those blocks could have been saved, 
which we, as a town, cannot afford to lose. Their loss is estimated at 
about $50,000, partly covered by insurance. The cause of the fire is 
supposed to be the work of an incendiary. 

The second alarm was in May, which resulted in the burning of the 
buildings of Mr. Josiah Mower, in the south part of the town. 

The expense of our Fire Department has been large this year, on ac- 
count of the great fire in March, which required much care after the 
buildings had fallen. The fire apparatus is in good order. The fire 
company consists of a small number of men. Our citizens do not see 
the urgent necessity of sustaining a Fire Department—and why is it so ? 
When danger threatens, they want prompt assistance, and we as firemen 
are ready to respond to the call. I hope our village citizens will see the 
necessity of keeping up our fire company. Let those who own real es- 
tate come forward and join the company, and we shall be greatly en- 
couraged.
